Such as this Is wholly wrong 
snd absolutely contrary to the signifi¬ 
cance of "the blessed hope." The st- 
lltudo of those possessing nn Intel¬ 
ligent view of the Lord's coming us 
tnught by Christ snd the apostles, Is 
earnest attention to the present duty. 
"Occupy till l come," Is Christ's 
charge. Speculative sturgnrers have 
brought this precious doctrine Into 
disrepute. I’ucce«lng fidelity to nil 
Ilia responsibilities ot the present Is 
the correct attitude of those who lire 
waiting for the Hon from heaven. To 
correct lids wrong, Paul— 

1. Asserts his authority to coin- 
tnond (v. OJ, This authority wus 
given bbn by Christ. 

2. Commands them lo withdraw 
from those who thus walk disorderly 
(v. 0). 

3. Paul's cxninple (vv. 7-9). Pnul 
pressed with great earnestness the 
doctrine of the Lord's return, and yet 
consistently continued In his lawful 
culling. In order to nyt be chargeable 
unto them he labored wllh great 
earnestness night snd day. 

4. Those who will not work should 
not eat (v. 10). This Is tho right 
principle Ujioii which to Imse nil works 
ot charity. It Is the efficient cure for 
pauperism. Thu right economic order 
lins as Its foundation principle: Work 
In order to eat. This should apply 
to nil classes, rich and poor. 

(1. Ilusybodles exhorted (vv. 11, 12).
